The bomb Sunday night dam ­ 
aged the Church of St. Pius X 
in Monte Mario, a middle-class 
section on a hill overlooking 
Rome. It was the fifth bomb­ 
ing

Podgorny’s 
visit. 
The others damaged Commu­ 
nist party offices in Rome and 
Milan. 
Podgorny is to return to Mos­ 
cow Tuesday. Since his arrival 
last Tuesday, he has discussed 
politics and economics with Ital­ 
ian officials ajad visited industr­ 
ial and tourist sites. 
The Church of Pius X. built 
after World W’ar II, w’as empty 
when the bomb exploded about 
11:45 Sunday night.

intelligence assignment.” 
If we are really fated by our 
ow n excess of kindnes to I e t 
down the bars in this m atter of 
exchanging regional consulates 
with the Soviets, we might at 
least use a treaty as a lever to 
pry lose some improvements 
in what might be called the cul­ 
tural aeration of Russian so­ 
ciety. We might stipulate that 
important U. S. consular em ­ 
ployees be given expanded trav­ 
el rights inside Russia. 
We could also insist that the 
“ mix” of consular employes in 
each country should be roughtly 
similar. This would mean, no 
doubt, that more Americans in 
the United States would be com­ 
pelled to learn Russian in order 
to qualify for jobs even in min­ 
or positions in the proposed new 
Soviet 
consulates. 
But 
we 
could accept the condition in 
order to gain the benefits. 
Quite aside from any quid pro 
quos that might be directly con­ 
nected with a consular treaty, 
it would be next door to idio­ 
tic to let more potential Soviet 
spies loose in America at a time 
when the Communists themselv­ 
es are reacting in such a hard-

American 
post-adolescent who steals a toy 
bear. There is also the case of 
the American citizen of Czech­ 
oslovak origin who was seized 
in Prague when the Russians, 
who had invited him to attend 
a travel agents’ convention in 
Moscow, dumped him, presum­ 
ably by prearrangement, 
into 
the laps of the Czech security 
police. As long as such inci­ 
dents persist, there is no sense 
in signing a consular treaty. 
After fifty years of existence, 
it may be granted that Com­ 
munist Russia is here to stay. 
Thus there are good arguments 
for making the yxiints of contact 
between Moscow and the West 
less abrasive. All that this col­ 
umn insists upon is that there 
be no double standard invoked 
when new treaties and new con­ 
ventions are being discussed. 
Senators who are inclined to fa­ 
vor a consular treaty should be 
asked to weigh the differences 
between the two societies 
in 
w’hich the new consulates would 
be operating. In the U. S., the 


American Communist Party of 
Gus Hall is free to propagan­ 
dize and proselytize and to act 
as a carrier for ideas that may 
soon be percolating among the 
New Left. But in Soviet Russia, 
there is uo Jeffersonian party. 
Simply because there*is no real 
give-and-take in Russia where 
contact with foreigners is in­ 
volved, 
we 
should 
get hard 
guarantees whenever we make 
a new deal with Moscow. For, 
be assured, there will be nobody 
inside Russia to plead our case 
whenever the next Newcomb 
Mott is placed on a tram and 
murdered while en route to a 
labor camp.

LBJ's Toughest Battle 


Could Be with Rockefeller 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Two

“ I was just trying to win this 
one,” Palm er said after collect­ 
ing his 820.000 check for his 
third victory in the Los Angeles 
Open since 1963. 
Palm er took the lead in the 
third round Saturday by four 
strokes, saw it dwindle to two 
after 67 holes Sunday as Cav 
Brewer came on, but the Amie 
assault reasserted itself and he 
stormed in to win by five shots. 
Brewer finished second with a 
69 for 274. worth $12,000, while 
Julius Boros, with a 67, and Don 
Massengale. the second round 
leader, and young Lou Graham, 
each with a 69, tied for third at 
275. 
Casper and Bruce Crainptou 
tied for sixth with 277’s 
Favored Jack Nioklaus went 
away empty handed. His final 
round 71 left him at 286. one 
stroke out of the money.
